French spirit, declared a holiday for the

One of the unique relics of Ameri- 


can h.story stiS! extant is the 16-b:ada 
pocket knife which was presented to 
George Washington by Capt. Samuel 
De Wees in 1784. The many biades, 
it will be roted, are arranged to fold 
into four slots piacsd at right angles 
to each other 5n the handle. The knifs 
<s now the property of George De Wees 
of Chicago, III., a descendant of Cap. 
tain De Wees. 


OLD records—what stories they can 


tell. Sometimes fall of romance, 


sometimes startling in their disclosures. 


It would seem that Washington's 


Snrthclay, observed for so many years 
on February 22, was a celebration 
founded securely on accurate historical 
facts. Yet buried in the family Bible 
of Washington's mother and written in 
her own handwriting is an entry which 
makes one pause Tritis surprise. There 
she has c-2 early recorded the astounding 
statement that George Washington 
was born on February 11. 


Certainly no one should know more 


about this important event than Mrs. 
Washington. 


There it is in black and white in 


her own handwriting: 


George Washington, sou to Au- 


gustine and Mary, his wife, was 
bore ye lithe of February. 1732. 
about 10 in the morning, and was" 
baptised the 3d of April following. 
Mr. Beverley Whiting and Capt. 
Christopher 
Brooks, 
godfathers, 


and Mrs Mildred Gregory, god- 
mother. 
Family Bibles, especially in those 


times, were the last vrord in accuracy, 
bo tal-j statement must be accepted as 
Indisputable. 


By the latter part of the Sixteenth 


century the calendar year had become 
pskev.- with the astronomical year. It 
seemed important that a readjustment 
be macte and Pope Gregory XIII. after 
careful consultation with the learned 
men of his time, decreed that in 15S2 
10 days should be dropped and ar- 
ranged what has since been cailed the 
Gregorian calendar. The mandate of 
the pope was followed that year by 
Spain. Portugal, Italy and France, but 
rlnclnnd would have none of it and 
oT-tinued on the basis of the old cal- 
<>n-Iar for another century ?nd a half. 


Difference of Eleven Days. 


By 1752 in England the discrepancy 


had mounted up to 11 days, and the 
^."-advantages of tro systems of dates 
WjS cnusing great ;:nnoyr.nce- It was 
necessary to date letters going from 
Encl; no or her colonies to France with 
the days of both systems; for instance, 
rebmsiry 11-22. So at last to avoid all 
ti-is confusion Ens'and officially adopt- 
ed The Gregorian calendar and decreed 
that 11 doys be oKiitted in the year 
1752 between September 3 and Septem- 
ber 14. 


So for Washington, his birthday in 


1753 and ail succeeding years fell on 
February 22. 


But there is another record which 


throws light on what was prol.ably the 
f.rst public recognition of his birthday. 
Tnis time the record is in his own 
handwriting. 
While commander in 


chief of the Continental amues, with 
all his other responsibilities and duties. 
Washington found time to keep exact 
records of all his expenses. These ex- 
pense accounts were several years ago 
made available by their transferal 
from the Treasury department to the 
library of congress where they were 
placed with the great collection of 
Washington's papers there. 


In ons of Washington's daily ex- 


pense account books there is an entry, 
under date of Februnry 22, 177S. which 
reads:
